Privileges of Reanlistees. 


10. An article on the privilege. of the reenlistees of the Soviet Army 
published in Za Chest Rodini, 1) September 1950, stated that rcen= 
listees, like officers, are entitled to one furlough ser year. They 
receive free food in accordance with the ration norm of their units. 

NCO reenlistees are entitled to live together with their dependents 

in apartments of their om,which should be located in the billeting , 
area of their unit. Reenlistces may retain as their oroperty all ar» 
ticles of clothing issued to them prior to reenlistment as well as ali 
clothing issued to them subsequently. Reenlistees wear a narrow silver 
chevron on the left sleeve of their fiele blouses and overcoats upon 
signing up, a broad silver chevron on completion of the second year, 

a nemrow gold chevron after the third year, and a wide gold chevron 

after the fifth year. Reenlisteas are entitled to freo medical treatuent 
at military sanatoria and hosxitals and also in civilian health rosorts 
under contract of the Main Ledical Administration. Rteonlistees may be 
awarded the Tistinguished Service Medal and the Red Star Order for 10 

and 15 yearsresyectively of irreproachable service with the Soviet hurny 
They will also be given preference when avolying for enrollment into a 
military school. Families of reenlistecs have the same -rivileges with 
regard to the delivery of farn products and government levies ‘as the 
families of active servicemen, Reenlistees are vaid in accordance with 
their sosition and granted a 20 ndrcent raise for every three~year 

period of consecutive service, In addition, they are paid an extra allow= 
ance amounting to three months’ regular pay every third year, Allowances 
made to reanlistess are not subject to tax deductions. Reenlistees are 
promoted in accordance with standard orocedure. Those who are reassigned 
to another unit are authorized to take devendents living with them along 
to the new military post at the expense of the “ar kiinistry. They are 

also granted special rates when traveling on furlous 9 at health resorts, 
and upon discharge to the ileserves. Reenlistces who are discharged fron 
the army for disabilitics contracted in active service are entitled to 
pensions under the same stipulations as officers; the amount of the pension 
is proportionate to the last rezular pay, the category and cause of dis- 
ability, and the number of years in sorvice. avery mouth soont in frontline 
service is considered as thrcoe months in comouting sensions. Pensions for 
disabled reenlistees amount to from 60 to 75 percent of the regular vay in 
disability category I, from 45 to 55 vercent in category IT, and fron 30 
to O percent in catesory III. Pensions for reonlistees disabled in and 
after their fifth yaar of service increase by 5 voreent over the standard 
rates. Reenlistees who are not entitled to a pension are granted,on their 
transfer to the Reserve, a final payment which devends on the lenrth of 
active service with the Sovict Army. This final saymont amounts to one 
months’ pay for four years of service »lus one~fitth of a months! pay for 
every additional yoar, with every vonth of frontline duty equivalent to 
three months of regular duty. The maximum final vayment is the equivalent 
of five nonths' pay. 
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
